Divers Enter Hold. 


Pending the arrival of the Chicago 
divers, the brothers Barnewoldt, divers 
of Peoria, went to the wreck and im- 
mediately entered the submerged hold 
to search for bodies. 

It was at first necessary to remove a 
great clutter of broken wood and fur- 
niture. Twenty-five bodies were re- 
moved to the Pekin mo on the 
first trip of the gasoline launches. 
They were ranged side by side to await 
inspection by friends and relatives. 

In front of the morgue there gath- 
ered a solemn throng. Conversation 
was in whispers. Necks were stretched 
to gain a sight of the sheeted stretch- 
ers inside. It became necessary to dou- 
ble the guard at the door, and finally 
it no longer was possible to carry the 
bodies through the front entrance and 
the ambulances were sent around in 
the rear. 

Denen Cargo of Dead Arrives. 
«The second cargo of dead was land- 
ed on the wharf at Pekin ‘shortly 
before noon. The crowds in the street 
gave way before the whirr of the motor 
ambulances and searchers. 

An old woman, her face red with 
weeping, walked by the side of a young 
man who carried a child. The body of 
a young woman had just been identi- 
fied as the daughter-in-law of the one, 
wife of the other, and mother of the 
. third. They walked slowly home. As | 
quickly as identifications could be made 
the bodies were sent to the homes of 
relatives to be prepared for burial. | 
Deputy Coroner H. C. Wilmot took | 
charge of the temporary morgué and 
aided relatives in-the * of identifi- 
cation. 

Coroner Clary ot Tann. which is in 
Tazewell county, just across the river 
from Peoria county, took charge of 
work at the wreck. It was deter- 
mined early in the day that Tazewell 
county should take precedence in offi- 
cial action. A number of bodies were 
removed to Peoria for, disposition. Cor- 
oner Clary promptly ordered them sent 
to Pekin forthwith. It was done.

New York. July 6.—{Special.}-—-The 
last week has been marked by a series 
of heavy attacks by all of the allied 
contingents in. both France and Italy. 
In Italy these attacks have no special 
significance in relation to the situation 
‘on the entire front. They have been 
simply to throw the Austrians back 
and improve local positions. In both 
respects they have been entirely suc- 
cessful. 

The first attack was delivered in the 
mountain region about the Asiago pla- 
teau. Here the Italians, assisted by the 
French, retook the height at Rosso, re- 
‘covered Monte Di Val Bella, and took 
in the operation a considerable number 
of prisoners. It was, however, a local 
thrust designed to do no more than 
to deprive the Austrians of advanta- 
geous positions. hat later in the 
week, a heavy attack was delivered 
along the lower Piave between the new 
riverhead and the old. 

| ‘Near New Piave. _ 
When the Italians drove the Aus- 
triahs back across the Piave in their 
last offensive they also crossed the old 
Piave at Capo Silo and recovered some 
of the ground which had been lost last 
fall. They made no immediate attempt 
to cross beyond this point, but satis- 
fied themselves with establishing a 
bridgehead east of Capo Silo for use 
when the time appeared favorable. 

‘Last week they seized the opportu- 
nity which this presented, and, strik- 
ing ont from this bridgehead, advanced 
their lines to a point near Chiesanuova, 
which is close by the present Piave 
line. f 

The Italian successes are important 
in one particular. It is realized now 
that they will need no further help 
in man power, but are thtoroughly able 
to take care of themselves provided 
only that they are given sufficient bup- 
plies and food. | 
. Attacks in France. 

The attacks on the French front 
during the week have, however, had 
an entirely different purpose—a pur- 
pose which it must be admitted is not 
altogether clear.

Hit Two Sides. 


If the French desired to remove from 
the Marne salient, this right angle 
where the battle line turns north from 
the Clignon, the logical step, of course, 
would be to attack from the two sides. 
This, as I have said, would account 
for these two attacks were they all 
that had occurred. The French driv- 
ing eastward from the Villiers Cot- 
terets forest and the Americans driv- 
ing north from the Belleau wood would 
naturally be moving towards each 
other and so would narrow the point 
of this angle to such an ext@nt that it 
would become untenable. 

Thus the Germans would be thrown 
back at @ point where the German 
lines are nearest Paris. 


Hit Further North. 


The next attack was still further 
north, between the Oise and the Aisne, 
where the French fell in answer 
to the German pressure during the 
last German attack. Here, as in the 
previous cases, material ground was 
gained with a considerable number ‘of 
prisoners, The resistance here ap- 
peared to be less than usual in such 
an attack, the French, therefore, at- 
tempting another attack in thé same 
lécality, north of Moulin-Sous-Touvent.

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SENATE PASSES 
WAR SHIPPING 
CONTROL BILL 


Washington, D. C., July 6.—An ad- 
ministration bill designed to confer on 
the president complete powers to con- 
trol shipping for war purposes was 
passed, after slight amendment, today 
by the senate. It now goes to confer- 
ence, having passed the house. 

The president may delegate the pow- 
ers, which are now in part indirectly 
/exercised by the war trade and ship- 
ping boards, to any agency. He is 
empowered to regulate ocean freight 
rates, requisition vessels, determine 
priority of shipment of goods, control 
charters, dry docks, loading facilities, 
and warehouses.

One pamphlet entitled Who Really 
Started the War contains data blam- 
ing Russia and England. Many at- 
tempts are made to show that the pub- 
lished facts as to German atrocities 
were false.

The pike is one of the first fishes 
to spawn in the spring, usually begin- 
ning that function before the ice is 
gone..

One look at the pike should give the 
observant angler a hint as to his hab- 
its.

The usual method of capturing the 
wall eye, in lakes, is to drift slowly 
over the cold, deep spots with one or 
two lines out, each hook baited with a 
Minnow, and obviously it is to the 

angler’s advantage to have a good idea 
as to the location of the deep water 
spring holes. When a bite is forth- 
coming the angler drops his anchor and 
fishes that spot a little while. Throw- 
ing a heavy anchor overboard with a 
big splash lacks finesse and the wise 
pike fisherman takes the time and 
trouble to rig up some sort of a pulley 
arrangement that will make the han- 
dling of the anchor a quick and noise- 
less operation.

HAY SEVER 
UST 100 years ago the first earnest, 
careful studies of hay fever were 
being made. An Englishman, Bos- 
_ tock, had often heard the people talk 
about a form of severe cold which 
came on in early autumn. Even at that 
time it was known as hay fever. For 
hundreds and maybe more than a thou- 
sand years before that date the disease 
nad been known and occasionally written 
about, but Bostock investigated it so 
thoroughly for that time and wrote 
about it so clearly that he focussed 
attention on it. 
Having gotten a hearing, he continued 


now known about the disease. The dis- 
cussion in that day and for fifty years 
thereafter was ag to whether pollen or 
ordinary dust was the larger factor in 
causing the disease. 

In the centennial year Beard wrote 
about nervousness as a factor in hay 
fever. He noted that it ran in families 
and that the families subject to it also. 
were subject to asthma, convulsions, 
urticaria, and other conditions in which 
an on-edge nervous system was a factor. 


~~. 1 
In 1888 Sajous wrote that the persons 
who had hay fever had an idiosyncrasy. 
They have acquired a sensitiveness to- 
ward and are poisoned by pollens to 
which the ordinary person in no way 
reacts. The more recent and more exact 
information on which we are now work- 
ing develops out of the theory proposed 
by Sajous. In 1887 Sir Andrew Clark 
advocated the theory that there were 
three necessities for hay. fever. First, 
an exciting agent—pollen; second, a 
neurotic constitution, and third, some 
local: “disease in, the nose, 
In 1903 Dunbar produced an antitoxin 
for hay fever making use of pollens with 
horses, as diphtheria toxin is used to 
produce diphtheria antitoxin. The more 
recent efforts to produce a hay fever 
remedy have been in the direction of im- 
proving upon the Dunbar treatment by 
avoiding some of his mistakes. 
The name, hay fever, shows that the 
earlier opinions were that the disease 
was caused by hay. The people had this 
idea and had given the disease this 
name before Bostock’s time. The name, 
rose cold, indicates that the pollen of 
roses may be the cause of spring hay 
fever: Others of the more than a score 
of names by which the disease is known 
indicate beliefs that it may be caused 
by still other pollens. Until a few years 
ago the comon opinion was that golden 
rod pollen was the chief cause of hay 
fever. * 
The most active investigator of recent 
years is Scheppegrell. His great con- 
tribution to the total of information con- 
sisted in proving which pollens cause 
hay fever and which do not. Golden rod 
has been acquitted of responsibility. 
Roses do not have much to do with the 
disease. Speaking generally, spring hay 
fever is due to grass pollen and autumn 
hay fever is due to ragweed. Sage pol- 
len is a prolific cause. 

— 
The pollen granules cause hay fever by 
reason of the irritation of the spicales 
which cover them and also by reason of 
the albumins absorbed from them. 
Plants with large, heavy pollen ules 
are not likely to cause the died. 
small, light granules of other plants are 


‘ easily swept up by the wind and carried 


considerable distances. In consequence, 
the air is more charged with them and 
they reach those capable of being 
harmed by them. 
The pollen of grass and hay always 

are large granules. In consequence, not 
many people have spring hay fever even 
though these grasses are very wide- 
spread. That of ragweed is small and 
light and, in consequence, is picked up 
by the wind, charges the air, reaches 
many people, Ind causes much suffering. 
Scheppegrell organized the American 
Hay Fever association, an organization 
which secures the passage and enforce- 
ment of weed cutting laws, 
The latest work on the cause of hay 
fever has been an effort to find out why 
certain people are susceptible to pollens 
while others are not. The conclusion is 
that the condition is one of anaphylaxis 
—a very long and difficult word meaning 
not much more than sensitiveness. If a 
person has become overly sensitive to 
salmon as the result of having ‘been 
poisoned by it and gets nettle rash when- 
ever he eats it, we sey that he is ana- 
phylactic for salmon. His tissues are 
hair triggered at least so far as salmon 
is concerned. Even a very small taste 
of it will poison him. 
The nose of a person who haa once had 
hay fever is very sensitive to the pollen 
which causes it in him. Other lustra- 
tions of. hyper-sensitiveness are poison 
ivy, dermatitis, asthma, urticaria, and 
some kinds of eczema.

There may be a cough, though usually 
there is none. 
Genuine attacks of asthma may come 
out, of an attack of hay fever. The at- 
tacks are very apt to come on with fair 
regularity on a given date, but the 
reputation in this particular held by hay 
fever is not altogether deserved.

Another method of treatment consists 
in removing enlarged turbinate bones, 
straightening deviated septums, draining 
accessory cavities, and still other kinds 
of local treatment of the nose. Follow- 
ing the paper by Clark there was a long 
period in which this was a favorite 
treatment of hay fever. There is no 
question but that the treatment cured 
some people. Local treatment of the 
nose is still followed by many physicians 
as a treatment for this disease, but no 
one will say that it is as popular as it 
was ten years ago. In some cases spots 
in the nose are burned with caustic. In 
others pieces of bone are removed.

The Hollopeter treatment grew out of 
the local treatment method. Hollopeter 
washes out both nostrils with a solution 
of one and one-half ounces each of 
bicarbonate of soda and borax, one 
ounce of carbolic acid, and two ounces of 
glycerin in a pint of water. After the 
washing he thoroughly scrubs the entire 
inside of the rose and naéso-pharynx 
with cotton on an applicator. He then 
dries membrane with fresh cotton, 
and appl menthol and camphor dis- 
solved in albolene. 

Menthol, campho, soda, and borax 
and remedies of that type is, as far as 
any wise person will go 'n the way of a 
nose application. No one is ever justi- 
fied in snuffing cocaine or morphine or 
any hay fever, remedy of unknown com- 
position into his nose for hay fever.

A person with a hay fever history should 
try to find a district in which the pollen

It is now definitely established that hay 
fever results from sensitizing to pollen. 
The desensitization treatment consists 
in such use of pollens as will remove this 


‘exquisite sensitiveness. This treatment 


is now under trial. Reports from its use 
are go. 

From the community standpoint the 
proper method of hay fever prevention 
is the cutting of weeds according to the 
plan of the American Hay Fever asso- 
ciation. The Journal of the American 
Medical association says it is reported 
that this method has reduced hay fever 
in New Orleans 60 per cent in one 
season. :
